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SUMMER MORNING RECREATION PROGRAM 


The following is the Proposed Summer Morning Recreation Program 
which has been approved by the Township Committee. At the next Public 
Meeting on the Township Committee of May 16* 1977 the registration fees 
will be set. Proposals for these registration fees range from a high 
of $10 for the 1st; child, $10 for the 2nd child, $5 for the third child, 
and all other children in the same family beyond the 3rd free, to a low 
figure of $6 for the 1st child, $4 for the 2nd child * $2 for the 3rd 
child, and all other children in the same family beyond the ..3rd tree,. 

The basic elements of the Program' are listed below. 


I* The Program is scheduled to commence.' Tuesday, July 5th, and 
conclude Friday, August 4th and will meet 4 ’days a week, • 
Monday through Thursday of each week except: for the last week 
when there will be a special session on Friday, August 4th*

Activities will be scheduled from 9:30 arm. to 12:00 noon and 
will consist of a 40-minute arts & .crafts period, a 40-minute 
music period, and a 40-minute organ! red ter real: ton period 
(consisting of both sports activities* * passive recreational 
'games). Children may be dropped hW at the Long-Valley 
Middle School, Route 513, as early . as .9:00 a*Tin and picked 
up as late, as 12:30 p.m. Them extra time periods for drop¬ 
off & pick-ups will be staffed with student aids * 

Staffing will'consist of a full-time Director and Arts & 
Crafts Instructor, a full-time Music: Teacher, and several 
local high school/college student aids. 


IV. Registration fees have not been set ‘as of this time. A 
minimum registration of 60 children is necessary to im¬ 
plement the Program, and a maximum of*150 ( children is 
acceptable for grades K-5. Application, forms will be 
available through the school system and at the Township 
Hall after the establishment of registration fees by the 
Township Committee.

8. FIRE INSURANCE — Because of its financial impact we would like to remind you that 
the overall public fire protection classification of the Community has been upgraded 
from a Class 8 to a Class 7, effective April 1, 1977. This will have the result of 
reducing premiums of most protected properties. For instance, on a home insured for 
$35,000 the reduction would be approximately $16.00 per year in fire insurance. You 
may wish to advise your insurance carrier of these facts. The official reports' are on 
file in the Administrator’s Office.
